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QUININE AT A NEARLY TEN 
YEARS’ HIGH LEVEL. 


The announcement of a _ three-cent 
advance in manufacturers’ quotations 
for quinine on Friday has more than 
realized the keenly awaited develop- 
ment of the price-maintenance agree- 
ment between the Java cinchona bark 
growers and the manufacturers of salts 
in Europe. The logical attainment of 
this pact, whereby the producers of 
the raw material were to be assured of 
a minimum of five Dutch cents per 
quinine unit, has been heralded as a 
twenty-five cent market for the sul- 
phate, but the late advance carries the 
basis one cent beyond this expecta- 
tion. The European makers, as a rule, 
took the initiative in this significant 
change, and the lead was readily fol- 
lowed by the domestic houses. There 
had been more or less skepticism as to 
whether the terms of the agreement 
between the bark growers and quinine 
makers justified a level for the sul- 
phate upon which the hopes of the 
trade has been centered, as it did not 
appear to be borne out by the previous 
relationship between the raw material 
and the finished product. On this point 
it is of interest to trace the market back 
to a period of nearly ten years, during 
which the present level of twenty-six 
cents establishes a high record. It was 
in May, 1904, that the price for quinine 
fell from twenty-seven to twenty-four 
cents, following a depreciation in the 
Amsterdam bark unit from 7.50 to 
6.90 Dutch cents; and although on sev- 
eral occasions during the following 
three years the bark unit was main- 
tained well over a five-cent basis, the 
sulphate market could not command 
more than twenty-three cents. 

The following summary, showing the 
high and low prices for quinine sul- 
phate in the local market and the cin- 
chona bark units at the Amsterdam 
auctions for the last ten years, is of 
significant comparison in this connec- 
tion:—

FOREIGN AND DOMESTIC OLEO 
STEARIN ON EQUAL BASIS FOR 
INTERSTATE FOOD COMMERCE. 


The enforcement of the regulations 
governing the inspection and handling 
of imported meat and meat food prod- 
ucts under the new tariff act has in 
the two months’ period of its effect op- 
erated to mark a material change in 
the character of the local oleo stearin 
trade and its relation to the manufac- 
ture of lard compounds. The most sig- 
nificant result so far attained under 
the new practices has been the encour- 
agement in the use of imported stearin 
in this country, due to its recognition 
by the Department of Agriculture 
along practically the same lines of 
treatment after admission as have 
been observed in the domestic product. 
The subject has attracted much atten- 
tion throughout the local trade and 
further results of the administrative 
details of the new regulations are 
awaited with considerable interest to 
remove certain doubts which are ex- 
pressed in the trade concerning their 
By a study of 
these regulations and an interpretation 
of some of the more involved phases by 
the local officials, it is hoped that some 
of the questionable points may be 
brought within more tangible reach of 
the trade interests. 

Under the former requirements for- 
eign oleo stearin was practically 
barred from use in lard compounds en- 
tering into interstate traffic, as the 
law, giving authority to the Bureau of 
Chemistry for inspection and regula- 
tion of the material entering into food 
products, proscribed that it should be 
handled in plants entirely separated 
from the Official establishments under 
supervision of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry of the Department of Agricul- 
ture. Under this restriction there was 
no practical basis for the use of im- 
ported stearin in lard compounds ex- 
cept in the shipment of the finished 
products out of the country. The raw 
material, however, could be entered 
into interstate commerce in its original 
state, but*that was a negligible advan- 
tage so long as there was no practical 
opportunity for its treatment into food 
products in similar traffic, 

The new regulations break down this 
distinction for the separate handling of 
foreign and imported oleo stearin un- 
der the two branches of the Department 
After the admission of 
the imported materials bearing their 
accredited standard marks, they are 
placed on an equal footing with domes- 
tic products of approved quality and 
condition so far as the handling and 
transportation are concerned, The im- 
ported stearin may be used separately 
or jointly with domestic in the same 
food preparation made in the same fac- 
tory under the government inspection 
control. The labeling requirements for 
the compounds containing imported 
stearin under the new system have been 
the subject of revision, and there is more 
or less doubt in the local trade concern- 
ing the changes. From official sources it 
has been learned that where the manu- 
factured product is packed in small tins 
must bear the trade 
names of the 
their propor- 
tionate use, together with the state- 
ment that “The meat meat-food 
product contained herein has been U. 
S. inspected and passed by the Depart-

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ment of Agriculture.” When a number 
of these containers are packed in a 
large case, it is only necessary to at- 
tach the statement of official inspection 
and admission on the outside container, 
This practice prevails whether only the 
imported meat-food product is used 
in the compounds or whether it is 
blended with the domestic materia] of 
the same character and covers both in- 
terstate and export traffic. Where only 
domestic products are treated, the 
manufacturer m4y use the new style of 
inspection label or the old label under 
the provisions of the act of Congress of 
June 30, 1906. While the Bureau of 
Chemistry of the Department of Agri- 
culture has been relieved of jurisdic- 
tion over the inspection of imported 
meat-food materials entering into edi- 
ble compounds, its authority over these 
products in interstate commerce 
not been affected. 

An official at the loca] Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry stated that the only dif- 
ficulty encountered under the new act 
regarding imported oleo stearin was in 
the style of containers, burlap bags. 
which rendered the product susceptible 
to the dangers of contamination from 
outside sources in transit. It has been 
proposed to remedy this objection by 
having the goods shipped in tight con- 
tainers. So far as the regulations of 
the department governing the inspec- 
tion and admission of meat and meat- 
food products are concerned, they are 
of the same stringency and are calcu- 
lated to insure as high a standard of 
purity and wholesomeness as those in 
effect under the Pure Food and Drugs 
Act, and the modification and changes 
in the methods of regulating the han- 
dling of these materials by manufac- 
turers in this country have been de- 
signed with a view of doing away with 
seemingly unnecessary details of rou- 
tine and perfunctory practices and 
bringing the system to a basis of sim- 
ple and practical effectiveness. So far 
as the effect upon market conditions of 
giving equal recognition to imported 
and domestic oleo stearin for the man- 
ufacture of lard compounds in inter- 
state commerce is concerned, it is be- 
lieved that a more staple basis will be 
insured, the tendency to erratic price 
developments which has been a char- 
acteristic of the domestic market being 
checked by the greater scope of foreign 
competition.

ESSENTIAL OIL INTERESTS IN 
CONCERTED ACTION ON 
DUTY RULING. 


A number of essential oil houses in 
this city met a few days ago to take 
concerted action to obtain from the 
Treasury Department a ruling on the 
interpretation of paragraph 49 the 
new tariff act covering aromatic sub- 
stances, preparations and mixtures 
used in perfumes cosmetics, with 
the view of securing earliest relief from 
a situation: of complexity. 
This co-operation movement is the 
first of its character among the local 
essential oil interests and was prompt- 
ed with the realization that in an is- 
sue involving such a close trade rela- 
tionship as the settlement of a vexa- 
tious duty question On several items of 
general importation, the advantages of 
joint participation were too patent to 
disregarded. As was noted in a 
recent publication in the Reporter, 
officials at the local port have assessed 
under the classification of materials for 
use in perfumes and cosmetics at the 
rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem, such 
articles as sandalwood, orris root, gum 
benzoin, and rose leaves, which when 
not “eo nomine’’ specified have been 
construed as covered within the crude 
drug paragraph and entitled to free 
entry. There was evidently no occa- 
sion to anticipate that the practice of

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recent years would be departed from 
under the Underwood-Simmons act by 
the pretext that the items came within 
the scope of the new paragraph apply- 


ing to perfumery and cosmetic sub- 
stances. 

During the discussion at the recent 
meeting importers expressed the 


strongest conviction that the pertin- 
ency of the paragraph covering crude 
drugs to items of particular interest as 
sandalwood, orris root, gum zenzoin 
and balsam styrax, was just as fun- 
damental under the new as under the 
old act, as these articles have a much 
wider application for drug require- 
ments than in the manufacture of per- 
fumes. It was agreed to bring to bear 
the force of paragraph 477 of the pres- 
ent law so as to have the items in 
question recognized as still entitled to 
free entry within the crude drug clas- 
sification. One of the leaders of the 
movement will leave for Washington 
shortly to impress upon the Treasury 
Department officials the contentions of 
the trade interests, and the urgency of 
reasonable interpretation of the para- 
graph concerning perfumery and cos- 
metic materials so as to establish trade 
conditions on a safe and tangible basis 
with all due expediency. By this pro- 
cedure a determination of the question 
might be hoped for within a compara- 
tively brief interval, as any conclusion 
the department at Washington may 
reach could be readily made practical 
through instructions, to the customs 
officials. The action of individual 
houses through formal protests against 
various assessments on importationg 
would result in extended and unset- 
tling delays, and the experience of the 
essential oil trade in the vexatious 
orange oil case, extending over a period 
of about two years before justice was 
proclaimed to the importing interests, 
is too recent to be overlooked in an is- 
sue which could be subjected to the 
same tedfous practices, and compili- 
cating trade effects. 





GROWING FOREIGN MARKETS FOR 
OUR PETROLEUM PRODUCTS. 


The material extent by which valua- 
tion gains have surpassed increases 
by volume in nearly all of the classi- 
fications constitutes the significant 
feature of the record of mineral oil 
exports for the ten months ending Oc- 


tober of the last two years. The gen- 
eral returns covering these periods 
are more creditable than those for 


the nine months’ intervals, indicating 
the steady broadening of the foreign 
markets for our petroleum products. 
The only grading in which the volume 
record for the current period is dis- 
paraged by that of last year covers the 
lubricating and paraffin oils, but this 
decline is offset by a gain in value. 
Where the same disparity marked the 
returns of exports of the naphthas for 
the nine months ending September, the 
record of ten months’ shipments of 
these products shows a consistency in 
volume and value gains. 

Illuminating oil represents the main- 
stay of our export petroleum move- 
ment, and the ten months’ statistics 
indicate a gratifying increase. For the 
current period the total amounts to 
915,373,815 gallons ($58,727,932), as against 
842,306,537 gallons ($51,225,599 im 1912. 
On this comparison is shown a gain 
of 8.67 per cent. in volume and 14.64 
per cent. in value, while the nine 
months’ figures marked a growth of 
3.90 per cent. in volume and 9.87 per 
cent. in value. October shipments 
comprised the heaviest monthly ag- 
gregate so far this year, amounting to 
118,688,122 gallons, of which 50,337,752 
gallons were credited to New York. 

Lubricating and paraffin oils consti- 
tute the next important branch of the 
export trade, but the volume move- 
ment for the ten months ending Oc- 
tober of this year is discredited by com- 





parison with that for the same period 
in 1912 by 170,490,842, against 178,446,669 
gallons, a loss of 4.46 per cent., but, 
on the other hand, a higher valuation 
features the later returns, $24,252,184, 
comparing with $23,065,994 previously, a 
gain of 5.14 per cent. On the basis of 
nine months’ statistics were noted a 
decrease of 4.42 per cent. in volume, but 
an increase of 5.06 per cent. in value. 
The total shipments for October, 1913, 
were fairly creditable, amounting to 
18,175,912 gallons, the local port holding 
a commanding lead with 12,282,903 gal- 
lons. 

As a result of a heavy outlet of the 
naphthas and similar products during 
October, 21,016,308 gallons, the aggre- 
gate for the ten months of the year 
brought to more favorable comparison 
with that for the corresponding inter- 
val in 1912, both in respect to volume 
and value, with the valuation showing 
of particular signficance. For the cur-

lons ($23,674,731), as against 
gallons ($15,896,627) in 1912. On this 
basis are indicated an expansion of 5.83

The later figures are 
especially encouraging in marking a 
well-sustained consumption abroad for 
the lighter distillates in spite of the 
material increase in cost. Our refin- 
ers may well find gratification in this 
record of exports in view of the wide- 
spread campaign in leading foreign 
quarters for a practical substitute of 
xasoline at much lower prices.

Exports of crude oil for the ten 
months of this year have been of 
heavier volume, 159,496,558 gallons, as 
against 148,357,862 gallons for the cor- 
responding period in 1912, a gain of 
7.58 per cent., but the valuation returns 
show a more substantial increase, from 
$5,348,687 to $6,930,712, or 29.58 per cent. 
This record is slightly below that based 
on statistics for nine months, which 
marked a gain of 8.08 per cent. in 
volume and of 30.80 per cent. in value. 
A summarization of the details of 
ten months’ reports of crude petroleum 
and the various products reflects to ad- 
vantage on the general industry, which 
is dependant to a large extent upon 
foreign markets. The current aggre- 
gate attains the formidable record of 


1,725,148,689 gallons ($121,760,483), While 
for the previous period are shown 
1,522,548,961 gallons ($100,510,620). While 


the volume gain amounted to 13.31 per 
cent., there was an increase of 21.14 
per cent. in value, comparing with 9.27 
and 17.03 per respectively, on 
the nine months’ returns. 

In the news columns of this issue 
are published the details of October 
shipments by ports and as a novel fea- 
ture of this record are given particu- 
lars of exports of crude and refined 
products from Pacific ports to Alaska 
and Hawaii.

The Euca-Alba Drug Company, 
manufacturers of toilet articles, ete.,

Hearings on demurrers filed against 
the government’s suit against the Mox- 
ley company, the Friedman Manufac- 
turing Company, and the G. H. Ham- 
mond Company, manufacturers of oleo- 
margaine, have been set for December 
1%. The suits filed by the government 
are for the recovery of approximately 
$1,000,000 unpaid taxes on colored oleo. 


It was reported that newly discov- 
ered alleged gross violations of the in- 
ternal revenue law by the William J. 
Moxley, Inc., were referred to District 
Attorney James H. Wilkerson by rev- 
enue agents, and it is expected that he 
will take them up for possible grand 
jury investigation. According to re- 
ports, revenue agents claim they have 
discovered in the Moxley oleomargarine 
products artificial coloration, believed 


by chemists to be mustard seed oil. 


David Porter Reighard, for many 
years prominent as a capitalist and oil 
refiner in Western Pennsylvania, died 
on December 9 at his home in Pitts- 
burgh after a long illness. He was a 
native of St. Clairsville, Bedford coun- 
ty, Pa., where he was born In 1843. In 
the seventies he acquired possession of 
the Empire Oil Works, Pittsburgh, and 
with P. A. B. Widener and William L. 
Elkins later acquired and operated the 
Globe Refining Company and the West- 
ern and Atlantic pipe lines. These 
plants were subsequently sold to the 
Standard Oil Company. 


Lack of evidence against Lionel F. 
Widder and Samuel Berman, wholesale 
and retail druggists, of 502 West Broad. 
way, New York city, accused of a con- 
spiracy to manufacture smoking opium, 
resulted in their acquittal in the United 
States District Court last Monday. It 
was alleged that these druggists, to- 
gether with Quong Quock, a Chinese 
merchant of 32 Division street, consti- 
tuted the principal source of the supply 
of the drug for smoking purposes, 
which, it was asserted by the govern- 
ment inspectors, is being manufactured 
by Chinese in New York and Newark, 
N. J. 


Philadelphia stockholders of the 
Druggists’ Co-operative Association, a 
Michigan corporation, reported to be in 
financial difficulties, met on Saturday 
last to decide what course to pursue. 
Each one has an investment of $100 in 
the stock of the corporation, which had 
been manufacturing and supplying to 
its agents the line of Valdona toilet 
preparations. On a sheriff's attach- 
ment on a claim for several hundred 
dollars made by a Philadelphia sign 
company the fifty retail druggists who 
are the stockholders in that city, were 
not allowed to pay any money to the 
Druggists’ Co-operative Association for 
merchandise. 


The British steamer Myrtle Holme, 
which arrived in Baltimore harbor last 
week with a cargo of manganese ore 
from Rio de Janeiro, had a rather ad- 
venturous trip, having hit an obstru:- 
tion when several days out, which 
started a leak and affected the ma- 
chinery. The vessel made for Per- 
nambuco, which port she reached 
October 23. Four plates under water 
were made tight by working from the 
inside of the vessel, but while this was 
being done the crew grew mutinous at 
having to stay aboard, as the steamer 
lay off Pernambuco, and the steamer 
finally went inside. But she did not 
get away for nineteen days and stop- 
ped on the way for coal. 


Citizens of Parker, Pa., at a mass 
meeting on the evening of December 2 
discussed the proposition of taking 
over the plant of the Wightman Glass 
Company, at that place. Sentiment 
was strongly in favor of the movement, 
and a committee was appointed to se- 
cure an option. This committee will 
report to the Parker Board of Trade, 
which will take final action. It is un- 
derstood if the Wightman plant is not 
disposed of the machinery, molds, fix- 
tures and stock will be removed to 
Punxsutawney, Pa., where the com- 
pany is now erecting a new factory. 
The Parker plant is expected to cease 
operations January 1, and the citizens 
will come to a decision before that 
time. 


The new plant of the Accelerating 
Materials Company, which is being 
constructed at Sparrows’ Point, neat 
saltimore, in connection with the 
Maryland Steel Company’s work there, 
is nearing completion and will be ready 
for operation the latter part of the 
month. The company takes the slag 
from the steel works blast furnaces 
and transforms it into an ingredient 
for plaster, known as alca. The slag 
which results from the use of the new 
Payari ores runs high in alumina, 
which is the oxide of the metal alumi- 
num and it is this element which makes 
the slag valuable for the purpose 
stated. The Accelerating Materials 
Company operates under patents held 
by the Alumina Patents Company.

OBITUARY. 


Washington W. Webster. 


On December 11 a cablegram received 
from Haiti announced the death of Wagh- 
ington W. Webster, who for many years 
was identified with oil interests in Phila- 
delphia. He left his home at Seventy- 
first street and Haverford avenue, Phila- 
delphia, six months ago, to carry on gen- 
eral research work in the island. No de- 
tails of the death were included in the 
message received by the widow at the 
home of her daughter, Mrs. L. Bancroft 
Mellor, 5208 Archer street, Germantown, 
Philadelphia.

For years he 
continued with the oil concerns that han- 
dled the plant. Later he became a mem- 
ber of the oil firm of Emery and Webster, 
which operated in Philadelphia. As an 
active Republican worker he was known 








in the southern section of the city for 
years. 
During his research work in Haiti he 


forwarded much information and many 
specimens to the Philadelphia Commercial 
Museums, in which he has been interested 
for years,

New Jersey Master Painters Meet. 

A LARGE AND ENTHUSIASTIC GATHER- 
ING AT NEWARK. 

The midwinter open Executive Board 
meeting of the New Jersey State Associa- 
tion of Master House Painters and Dec- 
orators, to which all reputable contract- 
ing painters in the State are invited, was 
held at Achtel-Stetter’s restaurant, New- 
ark, on Wednesday last. About 200 mem- 


bers, as well as a fair representation of 
salesmen from manufacturing houses 
holding associate membership, were in 


attendance. 


At the morning session, after a welcome 
to the city had been extended by Mayor 
Haussling, various reports from officers 
and members of the board and an ad- 
dress by Chief Organizer Blakeslee took 
up the time till noon. The members gen- 
erally reported business to be rather 
quiet, with no labor troubles in view. 

At the afternoon session W. H. Zinsser, 
of New York, read a paper on shellac, 
describing the process of the gum from 
the time the insect pierced the tree until 
the shellac varnish reaches the con- 
sumer. A long discussion followed, in 
which was shown that pure shellac 
varnish cannot be sold at the _ prices 
sometimes quoted for goods claimed to 
be pure. J. W. Grimmer, a New York 
master painter, who has had a great deal 


it 








of experience in using shellac, said that 
the bare cost of materials to him—in cut- 
ting his own shellac—is not less tham 
$1.50 per gallon for a varnish containing 
three pounds of gum to the gallon, and 
he claimed that the manufacturer, who 
must add labor and selling costs, cannot 
afford to sell shellac varnish for much 
less than $1.75; and that the painter who 
is oftered shellac at a materially less 
price than this should regard it with 
suspicion. Mr. Zinsser confirmed this 
statement. The relative merits of de- 
natured alcohol and wood alcohol shellac 
were discussed, the general opinion be- 


ing in favor of the former. 


A suggestion 
was offered that as 


shellac is used in 


the preparation of certain food products, 
a law should be enacted requiring the 
manufacturer to disclose on his label 


whether grain alcohol, denatured alcohol 
or wood alcohol was used and the solvent 
and also whether any other gum was 
present. No action, however, was taken 
on this proposition. 

An interesting paper on brushes was 
read by Mr. Barth, of the Bigelow Brush 
Company. A. A. Sippel, of Newark, a 
member of the board, read a paper sug- 
gesting various means whereby painters 


could improve trade conditions. 
Edward Hurst Brown, of The Painters 
Magazine, addressed the meeting on the 


“Safety First’’ movement that has been 
taken up by the railroads of the country 
and has resulted in reducing very ma- 
terially the number of employes and pas- 
sengers injured or killed on the railroads 
since its inauguration. He suggested a 
similar campaign in the paint trade. A 
little extra time in adjusting a ladder or 
scaffold would often prevent an accident. 
Cleanliness amd carefulness would re- 
duce to a minimum cases of lead or tur- 
pentine poisoning. The constant thought 
for ‘‘safety first’? would mean a money 
saving, because it would take away much 
of the danger from the trade and make it 


possible to obtain workmen's compensa- 
tion insurance at lower rates than the 
companies no ask. 

The meeting was followed by an en- 


joyable dinner. 





New York Board of Health Passes 
Bichloride of Mercury Ordinance. 


An amendment to the New York city 
sanitary code, seeking to safeguard the 
public against mistaken use of bichloride 
of mercury, which was adopted and 
passed by the local Board of Health on 
December 6, is likely to be amended fur- 


ther by Ernst J. Lederle, commissioner 
of health, and his associates on this 
board so as to permit pharmacists to 


keep on hand and dispense this poison in 
dry form upon prescriptions from li- 
censed and practicing physicians, In its 
present form the 30oard of Health’s 
ordinance prohibits such dispensing, 
even when the quantity called for in 
prescriptions is less than one-tenth of a 
grain. 

The amendment to the city’s sanitary 
code regulating the sale of bichloride of 
mercury follows:—

dispensed in sealed containers

This section does not apply to tablets con- 
taining one-tenth of a grain or less of bichlo- 
ride of mercury. 

The Drug Trade Section of the Board 


of Trade and Transportation is endeavor- 


ing to have the above ordinance amend- 
ed so as to apply only to bichloride of 
mercury in tablet form and to permit 
the dispensing by pharmacists of pow- 
dered bichloride of mercury upon legiti- 
mate prescriptions. No objection has 
yet developed on the part of the manu- 


facturing pharmaceutical houses to the 
provision in this ordinance to compel the 
wrapping of each tablet, although this 
will probably require the purchase and 
use hereafter of expensive wrapping ma- 
chinery. 


Pure Food and Drug and Insecticide 


Violations, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Philadelphia, Dec, 8, 1913. 


In the United States District Court here 
to-day the Henry H. Ottens Manufac- 
turing Company pleaded guilty to violat- 
ing ‘he national pure food law by selling 
coloring matter for use in cakes. Judge 
Thompson imposed a fine of $50 and costs. 
Government agents testified to seizing a 
quamtity of the material called “New 
Leaf Green Coal Tar Color’ in Knoxville, 
Tenn., in November, 1910, and tracing its 
sale to the Ottens Company. 

Five other concerns were also fined by 
Judge Thompson. The Penn Chemical 
Company pleaded guilty to shipping mis- 
branded insecticide to Nashville, Tenn. 
It was testified that the stuff was labeled 


non-poisonous, although it contained 
nitro-benzol. 
The Crescent Chemical Company 


shipped a liquid labeled ‘‘Tough on Flies” 
to New Orleans. Government agents tes- 


tified that the cans contained less than 
the amount stated on the label. The 
Modoc Company of Fernwood, Pa., ad- 


mitted having shipped a misbranded sul- 
phur olution to Merchantville, N. J. 
Roberta K. Good, executrix of the estate 
of James Good, paid a fine of $50 for 
shipping ‘“‘whale oil soap’ that contained 
less than $3 per cent. of fresh oil, the 
standard set by law.

Importers of Sandlewood and Orris 
Protest Against Tariff Classification. 


Contending that the articles now as- 
sessed for duty by the collector of the 
port of New York at 20 per cent. ad va- 
lorem, under the provisions of paragraph 
49 of the new tariff law, as ‘aromatic 
substances used in the manufacture of 
perfumes or cosmetics,’’ should be class- 
ified as crude drugs and entitled to free 
entry under paragraph 477 of that law, 
or as dutiable under paragraph 27, if ad- 
vanced in value or condition, leading im- 
porters of these goods in this city have 
decided at a conference to ask the Treas- 
ury Department for a ruling on this 
tariff problem and thereby avert a long- 
drawn-out controversy with the United 
States Board of General Appraisers and 
possible litigation in the United States 
courts.

concerning whose dutia- 
question has been raised are 

in chipped form, orris root, 
gums styrax and benzoin, balsam Peru, 
lavender, cassie and orange flowers, rose 
leaves and patchouli leaves, ambrette 
seeds and sumbul root. Of these goods 
the most important from the viewpoint of 
the importers, because of the compara- 
tively large quantities brought into this 
country, are sandalwood and orris root. 
It is understood that logs and billets of 
sandalwood will probably be permitted 
free entry under paragraph 648, as in- 
cluded in the category of “all forms of 
cabinet wood.” 

At a meeting of the importers of the 
above mentioned articles held last Tues- 
day afternoon in the New York Drug 
and Chemical Club rooms for the purpose 
of obtaining united action in protesting 
against the present imposition of an im- 
port duty of 20 per cent. on these goods, 
under paragraph 49 of the law, it was 
argued that all of these commodities 
should be deemed crude drugs and there- 
fore entitled to free entry under the pro- 
visions of paragraph 477 of the law. 

lt was stated at this meting that the 
government’s contention in assessing 
these goods at 20 per cent. ad valorem 
as “‘aromatic substances used in the 
manufacture of perfumes or cosmetics” 
is based upon the idea that they either 
enter directly inte the manufacture of 
perfumery or are made readily available 
for use in perfume making. 

The importers generally maintained 
that the principal use of most of these 
goods is in the manufacture of medi- 
cines and that they should therefore be 
deemed crude drugs. 


After a discussion of the prospect for 
obviating the necessity for filing a pro- 
test and entering into a controversy and 
litigation with the Board of Appraisers 
on this subject, the importers decided to 
select one of their number to ask the 
Secretary of the Treasury for his inter- 
pretation of the law in the form of a rul- 
ing which. they believe, will be favorable 
to their contention. Christian Beilstein, 
secretary of the Dodge & Olcott Com- 
pany, who had already been chosen chair- 
man of the importers’ conference, was 
elected as their special representative, 
with the privilege of calling for the ser- 
vices of other members of the conference 
committee, to confer with the Treasury 
Department in an effort to obtain such a 
ruling. The meeting was then adjourned, 
subject to the call of the chair. 


Paragraph 49 of the tariff law, under 
which the government is now assessing 
the above mentioned articles at a rate 


of 20 per cent. ad valorem, follows:— 


Ambergris, enfleurage greases and floral es- 
sences by whatever method obtained; flavoring 
extracts, musk, grained or in pods, civet and 


all natural or synthetic odoriferous or aro- 
matic substances, preparations and mixtures 
used in the manufacture of, but not market- 
able as. perfumes or cosmetics; all the fore- 


going not containing alcohol and not specially 
provided for in this section, 20 per centum ad 
valorem. 


Paragraph 27 of the tariff law, providing 
for import duties on crude drugs, is as 
follows:— 


Drugs, such as barks, beans, berries, buds, 
bulbous roots, excrescences, fruits, flowers, 
dried fibers, dried insects, grains, gums, herbs, 
leaves, lichens, mosses, roots, stems, vege- 
tables, seeds (aromatic, not garden seeds), 
seeds of morbid ecrowth, and weeds; any of the 
foregoing which are natural and uncompounded 
drugs and not edible, and not specially provided 
for in this section, but which are advanced in 
value or condition by shredding, grinding, 
chipping, crushing, or any other process or 
treatment whatever beyond that essential to the 
proper packing of the drugs and the prevention 


of decay or deterioration pending manufac- 
ture, 10 per centum ad valorem: Provided, 
That no article containing alcohol shall be 


classified for duty under this paragraph. 
Paragraph 477 of the tariff law, setting

titled to free entry, follows:—

Terre, and Hugh N. Camp, Jr., New

The stockholders voted to consolidate 
the Doe Run Company with the St. 
Joseph Lead Company along the lines 
laid out by a committee of the stock- 
holders of the two companies and ratified 
several months ago by the boards of di- 
rectors. 


The stockhoiders of the St. Joseph 
Lead Company are to meet December 9 
to vote on the consolidation scheme. It is 
not expected that any opposition to the 
consolidation will develop at the meet- 
ing. 

The consolidation followed an attack on 
the companies by Robert Holmes, St.

THE CHICAGO MARKET, 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Chicago, Ill., Dec. 11, 1913. 

The largest transaction in flaxseed re- 
ported im some time was consummated 
during the week, but because of the long 
period of time that has elapsed since a 
trade of corresponding size was made it 
was impossible to make a comparison 
of prices. The transaction referred to 
involved one car of Northwestern seed, 
which brought $1.43%. While a trade of 
this size would receive only passing at- 
tention im other centers, it caused con- 
siderable comment at Chicago and re- 
vived the hopes of seme of the more in- 
terested people who are desirous of see- 
ing this market becoming a larger han- 
dier of flax. The movement of seed to 
this market showed a decided improve- 
ment during the week, arrivals aggregat- 
ing Oo) bushels for six days, as com- 
pared with only 7,000 bushels for the 
preceding week. The receipts fell de- 
cidedly short of a corresponding time last 
vear, when they aggregated 228,000 bush- 
els, There were no shipments of seed 
during the week and none were made 
during a like period last year. 

Sentiment existing among the interested 
people at Chicago was decidedly bullish 
early in the period, and this feeling 
seemed to increase as the period drew to 
a close. Few handlers of flaxseed could 
be located who expect prices to sell to 
lower levels, and those who were express- 
ing bearish opinions refused to back 
them with proper action in the market. 
The sharp price gains made by prices 
for both cash and futures in the North- 
west proved the principal strengthening 
factor in this market and resulted in 
many local traders entering the markets 
of the Northwest in a speculative way. 
More interest has been shown in the flax 
market since the present advance was 
inaugurated than for some time, and not 
a few of the local talent who are gen- 
erally seen in the grain markets on a 
liberal seale were reported as buyers of 
futures in the Northwestern flaxseed 
markets Local crushers were also re- 
ported as taking hold of the spot article 
in a freer manner in that section be- 
cause of the upward tendency of prices. 
The sharp reduction in stocks at Duluth 
attracted attention, as did tne small de- 
crease at Minneapolis.

While the business consummated in lin- 
seed oil at Chicago during the week 
showed no improvement in the matter of 
volume, the market developed additional 
strength, and higher prices were asked by 
possessors of oil. Final prices for the 
week showed car lots lc. a gallon above 
the best price obtained at the close of the 
preceding week, being quoted at 47c. a 
gallon. In addition to the higher prices 
asked sentiment existing in the trade 
was decidedly improved and holders en- 
tertained more optimistic views regarding 
the future course of prices than for some 
time past. The weather was rather un- 
seasonable for painting operations, which 
resulted in a very slow demand for the 
spot article, but in spite of the fact that 
many buyers were claiming firm bids 
close to asking prices would result in 
free offers of oil, none were willing to 
come forward with bids for good-sized 
lots of the spot article. The position of 
the flax market has been a decidedly 
strong one during the greater part of the 
week, and this further strengthened the 
position of linseed oil holders. Single 
barrel lots were being absorbed slowly 
at prices corresponding to the advance in 
the spot article. The advancing tendency 
of prices in the spot market prompted 
future traders to become more active 
than they have been of late, but the 
same difference of ideas on the matter of 
values which have characterized the 
trade in futures for some time past was 
again noted. Many users who have not 
taken on any of this oil for future re- 
quirements, and who were refusing to 
commit themselves at the 48-cent level, 
showed a willingness to pay that price, 
but handlers advanced their ideas on 
values and were holding firm at 50c. a 


gallon. In fact, crushers were gripping 
their supply more tightly at the advanced 
price than they did when prices were 


considerably below the present level. 
The slignt easing off in flaxseed prices 
in the Northwest at various times during 
the week had no depressing effect, as 
the losses were invariably regained and 
sentiment pervading the market for the 
raw seed was quite bullish at the close 
of the week. 


LINSEED OIL CAKE. 


The position of the linseed oil market 
lent strength to linseed oil cake, but 
still the business reported as passing at 
Chicago was decidedly small. There is 
but a small inquiry for this stock at 
Chicago from time to time, and crushers 
are in possession of only small amounts. 
The situation was again governed al- 
most entirely by the action of the North- 
western markets, which were in a strong 
position during the period, 


THE BUENOS AIRES MARKET’, 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Buenos Aires, Dec. 11, 1913. 
The strong position into which the flax 
market worked itself at Buenos Aires last 
week was further improved during th: 
period just drawn to a close. The trade 
was again confined largely to the Janu- 
ary option, which closed at $1.30%, show- 
ing a net gain of 3%c. over the price rul- 
ing at the close of the preceding week. 
The advancing tendency of prices early 
in the period drew many traders into 
this market who had been giving the 
grain markets much of their attention, 
with the result that the market assumed 
greater breadth than for some time pre- 
vious. Prices suffered setbacks at vari- 
ous times during the week, but on the 
lower levels established the buying ele- 
ment became more interested and their 
orders promptly turned the market back 
into a strong position. Advices received 
regarding the vield in the principal dis- 
tricts were less encouraging than of 
late, and this proved one of the principal 
factors prompting the taking on of flax- 
seed, both in the cash and speculative 
markets. Weather conditions were not as 
favorable for gathering the crop, and the 
advices received from American markets 
induced some buying of flax. In spite of 
the higher prices ruling exporters con- 
tinued in the market on a liberal scale, 
their takings for the week aggregating 
510,000 bushels. This amount was slight- 
ly smaller than the preceding period, 
when they aggregated 593,000 bushels. 
During a corresponding time last year 
exporters took a total of only 278,000 bush- 
els. Shipments of flaxseed from Argen- 
tine ports since January 1 are placed at 
41,296,000 bushels, as contrasted with only 
20,149,000 bushels for a like time in 1912. 
The exports of flaxseed from Argentine 
for the year just drawing to a close are 
the largest on record, and conservative 
people who are making estimates on the 
probable exportable surplus of the crop 
now being harvested are of the opinion 
that the amount of flaxseed Argentine 
will be able to export during next year 
will equal the shipments of 1913. The 
latest estimate on the exportable surplus 
places it at 41,000,000 bushels, but this is 
thought by many in the trade to be a 

trifle too large.

Foreign Tariff Changes. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Dee. 12, 1915. 

In reports received at the foreign tariff 
section of the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce appear a number of 
changes in tariff and tariff policies of 
different countries. 

From government authority in Ceylon 
announcement is made that the govern- 
ment of Ceylon, under date of October 2, 
has prohibited the importation or exporta- 
tion of every preparation and admixture 
of so-called ganja or bhang and all other 
intoxicating drinks or substances pre- 
pared from any part of the hemp plant, 
except by persons licensed to sell poisons 
under the poisons ordinance of 1901, 

Announcement is made from Batavia 
that a recent law of the Dutch East In- 
dies abolishes the excise duty, which 
amounts to about $3.80 per 100 gallons, on 
petroleum products used in the factory 
production of solvents, fuel and motive 
power. 

A report reaches the tariff division from 
Moscow to the effect that the recent de- 
cision by the Russian Government ex- 
empts paraffine wax prepared from other 
substances than naphtha or petroleum 
from the excise tax, which amounts to 
about 8 cents per 10) pounds, which is 
levied on paraftine obtained from petro- 
leum. ‘The statement is made in con- 
nection with this decision that it will af- 
tect disadvantageously the American 
product, since it cannot be sold so cheaply 
as the Scotch paraffine, which, while re- 
sembling the American product, is pro- 
duced from a kind of shale. 

Intormation has reached the tariff di- 
vision from government authorities in 
the union of South Africa that a recent 
regulation of the South African Customs 
Union provides for the examination and 
detention by customs ofticials of imports 
of fertilizers and farm foods. Under this 
policy samples of the goods will be taken 
and analyzed and if they do not conform 
with the registered composition of the 
foods and fertilizers under consideration, 
their importation will be prohibited until 
the importer shall have amended the 
registration of their composition. 

A report reaches the tariff section from 
Montevideo that a law of Uruguay, now 
in effect, authorizes the executive to re- 
duce the duties and taxes on imported 
alcohol, not less than 95 per cent. pure, 
to a combined rate which amounts to 
about 21 cents per liter. This decree also 
authorizes the executive to exempt from 
duties and taxes alcohol intended to be 
denatured when imported in conformity 
with such regulations as may be deemed 
necessary.

Paint materials have been quiet dur- 
ing the week. Between-seasons buying 
is normal, but the market suffers in 
comparison with that of a month ago. 
In fact, some sellers say trading was 
poor in November, and that there is 
some reason for such a report is found 
in the statement that building opera- 
tions for November, as shown in the 
official statements of permits issued 
from sixty-three cities, reach a total 
value of $38,066,523, compared with $52,- 
768,054 for November last year, a de- 
crease of 28 per cent. This is the sharp- 
est decline yet experienced in any one 
month this year, and no doubt repre- 
sents to some extent the holding back 
ot plans, especially since active con- 
structive work is not normally brisk 
during the next two or three months. 

‘rhe lead pigments were easy in tone 
this week, due to further reductions in 
the price of pig lead. No change in 
quotations was made in the case of 
the pigments, but naturally their posi- 
tion was weakened by lower values 
for the raw material. Zines are easy 
and in moderate demand. Dry colors 
are featured by selling pressure in the 
case of certain blacks, but other colors 
are slow. Letter inquiry for chalk is 
reported, due to the fact that whiting 
manufacturers are finding a good out- 
let for their product and are working 
on small stocks of the raw material. 
Linseed oil is higher in price, and the 
market apparently is in a very strong 
position. China wood oil is about nor- 
mal. Foreign glues have been in good 
request, and offerings are said to be 
limited. Complete reviews of the lin- 
seed oil and naval stores markets will 
be found on pages 21 and 23, respect- 
ively. For a review of the Western 
seed oil market see page 12. A com- 
plete prices current will be found on 
page 39, second column. Comment on 
most important items in the paint 
trade follows:— 


LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS, 


PIG LEAD.—Pig lead was weaker 
during the interval, and on Tuesday 
a decline of $4 per ton was announced 
by leading sellers. The present quota- 
tion is 4c. per pound, and is lower than 
at any time since February, 1912. The 
decline in value did not induce any 
heavy buying, and the market was 
generally described as slow. In ‘St. 
Louis lead is quoted at 3.85c. per 


pound. London closed at £17 lis. 6d. 
per ton. It is held in some quarters 
that the present price of lead is too 


low, and they look for an early ad- 
vance. The foreign market, however, 
is weak, and may prevent any 'sus- 
tained increase in domestic markets. 
WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—The usual slowness which is 


characteristic of the market at this 
time of year is in evidence. Demand 
for white lead, dry and in oil, is quiet. 
Leading sellers report normal condi- 


tions and say consumptive demand is 
up to normal, though jobbing \sales 
have fallen off since the advent of 


colder weather. A weak tone has been 
noted in the market since the decline 
in pig lead prices, but no change has 
been made in quotations for the pig- 
ments. However, should the metal re- 
main at its present level, it is probable 


that corroders will reduce the prices 
on their products during the coming 
week. Present quotations are 54c. for 
dry white lead and 6%c. for white lead 
in oil. English lead in oil is quoted at 
104%4c. for ton lots. Experts of white 
lead from New York last week were 


valued at $9,575. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SULPHATE). 

Demand for basic sulphate is report- 
ed as quiet. Manufacturers are pleased 
with the outlook, however, and are 
making preparations to Satisfy a larger 
demand for the spring trade than was 
met with last year. The local market 
was easy during the week, but prices 
were maintained, and 5c. per pound 
was given as a steady quotation. 

RED LEAD.—Most sellers find a 
slow market for this oxide. Building 
operations have decreased, and nat- 
urally this has slowed up demand for 
red lead. Small lots are called for, but 
large buyers are not showing much 


interest in this article. Prices vary 
according to seller, with 6@6%c. per 
pound covering the range of quota-~ 
tions for large lots. 3ids on 30,000 


pounds dry red lead were opened by 
the Isthmian Canal Commission o9n 
December 8 The low bid was on a 
basis of 5%c. per pound. 

LITHARGE.—While trading is not 
featured in any way, sellers report a 
sood call from consumers, and say the 
market is seasonable. On round lots 
5c. per pound is quoted, and smaller 
lots are higher accordingly. As is the 
with the other lead pigments, 
»rices have been easy, owing to the 
asking price of pig lead, but litharge 
is not quotably changed,

ORANGE MINERAL.—Good business 
is reported in this market, owing to 
activity of sellers. Competition for 
business has been keen, and this has 
worked in favor of buyers. Some sell- 
ers report a demand better than nor- 
mal for this period. Values are held 
at 7%@8%c. per pound, varying ac- 
cording to seller. 

SPELTER.—A slow market prevails 
for spelter, and values are barely 
steady. In New York prompt is held 
at 5.124%4@5.25c. per pound. In St. Louis 
5.95¢. is said to have been done, but 
4.974%c. is the best figure offered by 
most sellers. In London £21 5s. per 
ton is quoted. 

ZINCS.—-New business is fair, but 
the market is not active as compared 
with a short time ago. Seasonable call 
is felt for domestic zincs, and arrivals 
of foreign grades show that there is a 
good market for them. On December 
30 the Isthmian Canal Commission will 
open bids on 2,000 pounds white zinc 
in oil. Exports of zincs from New 

York last week were valued at $18,635. 
Quotations for zincs are 5%@6c. for 


American process; 6%c. for French 
process, red seal; 7%c. for French 
process, white seal; werman brands 
(French process), 6%c. for red seal, 
7%c. for green seal, S8¥%c. fw white 
seal. 


DRY COLORS, 
BLACKS. 

Interest in carbon gas black is sus- 
tained and selling pressure is reportel 
to have caused some concessions in 
price. While some sellers are quoting 
4c. per pound in bags delivered New 
York, others are offering this material 
at 3%c. f. o. b. works, which makes 
about 3%c. delivered New York. In 
cases %c. per pound higher is quoted 
than when shipped in bags. Lamp- 
black is also in fair demand and the 
market, generally considered, is season- 
able. Exports of blacks from New 
York last week were valued at $1,225. 
On December 30 the Isthmian Canal 
Commission will open bids on 1,000 
pounds of lampblack in oil. Present 
quotations in the local market are:- 
Bene, granulated, 24@ic.; drop, pow- 
dered, 5@8c.; ivory, 8@12c.; lamp- 
black, 3@7c.; carbon gas, 3%@8c.; min- 
eral blacks, $18@25 per ton. 

BLUES. 

Very moderate buying is noted in the 
case of blues, All selections are quiet.

were paying more for fuel. Some of 
the manufacturers went so far as to 
state that before they would consider 
any lower price they would put out 
their factory fires, and I believe they 
are sincere in their statements. The 
meeting was one of the best that has 
ever been held. The statements were 
well prepared and evidently were made 
after the speakrs had carfully weighed 
the subject and consulted with other 
members of their firms.”

best edition thereof then published, or if the 
work is by an author who is a citizen or sub- 
ject of a foreign state or nation and has been 
published in a foreign country one complete 
copy of the best edition then published in such 
foreign country, which copies or copy, if the 
work be a book or periodical, shall have been 
produced in accordance with the manufactur-

Fred Beer, chairman of the Member- 
ship Committee, reported having sub- 


mitted to the Board of Directors the ap- 
plication for membership of the Texas 
Company, with H. T. Snell as_ represen- 
tative. President Hatt reported that the 
directors had acted and reported favor- 
ably on this application, and the members 
voted that the Texas Company be ad- 
mitted to membership. 

R. V. Thomas reported on the work of 
the Arbitration Committee, and John N. 
Welter for the Allied Trade Relations 
Committee. A report of the Clean-Up 
and Paint-Up Committee was submitted. 
This stated that the Paint Club commit- 
tee had been promised the support of the 


various departments of the city govern- 
ment in the work for a cleaner Chicago 
and that the committee was now wait- 
ing for Mayor Harrison to select a time 
when an official clean-up and paint-up 
week could be announced. When a de- 
cision as to the time has been arrived at, 
it was said, circular letters and special 
posters will be distributed to notify the 
retail trade of the work to be done. It 
is also understood that the Tribune has 
promised to devote a full page special 


feature apprising its readers of the object 
of the clean-up and paint-up campaign. 

Allen W. Clark gave a short talk on the 
henefits to be derived by the paint trade 
in gereral through such a campaign. 


Cc. A. Slauson, member of the Railroad 
and Steamboat Warehouse Committee of 


the Chicago Association of Commerce, 
was introduced and spoke on the meeting 
held with members of the paint trade on 
Thursday, December 4. He laid special 
emphasis on the necessity of more legible 
shipping directions, cautioning the trade 
against the use of poor carbons, second- 
hand boxes on which old marks had not 
been completely obliterated, abbreviations 
that were not standard and not easily in- 
terpreted, and negligence in the observ- 
ance of rules governing the shipment of 
dangerous materials, inflammables, etc. 
Harry Fowell, representing the Chicago 
Association of Credit Men, spoke on the 
work that will be done by this organiza- 
tion and the benefits that the paint trade 
may derive hy co-operating with the 
credit association. He stated that or- 
ganizations of the same character were 
being operated in sixty different cities of 


the United States, and already had a 
membership of more than 18,000. Blank 
forms showing the method pursued in 


obtaining information and making reports 
on credits were distributed. 

James S. Kemper, representing the Illi- 
nois Manufacturers’ Casualty Association, 


spoke upon Illinois Workmen's Compen- 
sation act and methods used by large 


employers in insuring their employes and 
themselves against losses through acci- 


dents. 
Following these addresses, President 
Hatt called attention of the members to 


the fact that while the Chicago Paint and 
Varnish Club was the second largest of 
its kind in the country, it had no perma- 
nent home. He asked the members to ex-

Currency Bill Pressure Delays Senate’s 
Action on Anti-Narcotic Measures. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, 12, 1913. 
The continuous debate over the cur- 
rency question has put an end to all pos- 
sibility of other legislation until that 
measure is disposed of. Every effort on 


Dec. 


the part of the Democratic majority to 
secure an agreement for a vote on the 
currency bill before the holidays has 
failed up to this time, and there are no 
indications that the currency bill can be 
disposed of within the next week. 

In the face of this situation Chairman 


Simmons, of the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee, has regarded it as useless to call a 
meeting of the Finance Committee to 
consider the anti-narcotic bill relating to 
opium, coca leaves, etce., and he has 
made no effort at any time to secure the 
passage in the Senate of the opium bills 


that have been reported from the Fi- 
nance Committee. No meeting of the 
Finance Committee has been held and it 


is not the intention of Chairman Simmons 


to call a meeting until there is some 
probability of the Senate giving consid- 
eration to subjects other than the bank- 


ing and currency bill. 

It thus appears from the legislative con- 
ditions in the Senate that there is no 
prospect of immediate passage of any of 
these measures in which the trades are 
so much interested. So insistent are the 
administration leaders upon getting the 
banking and currency bill through that 
they are demanding continuous sessions 
of the Senate from 10 o’clock in the morn- 
ing until 11 o’clock at night, and they 
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have positively refused to permit the con- 
sideration of other measures, especially 
measures about which there is any con- 
troversy whatever. It is probable, there- 
fore, that it will not be until the Senate 
takes up general legislative business that 
the opium bills will be considered and 
that the Finance Committee will give any 
attention to the general anti-narcotic 


bill.

Saturday Noon, Dec. 13, 1913. 
LINSEED OIL. 


At the beginning of the week 48c. 
was the general quotation for linseed 
oil in round lots, and this figure was 
not especially firm. Up to Thursday 
48c, continued as the market quotation, 
but at the close of business on that 
day prices had advanced in conjunc- 
tion with higher seed values, and 49c. 
was asked for oil in round lots by most 
local sellers. Oil prices have been 
regulated solely by seed fluctuations, 
as consumptive demand has been so 
quiet that it tended to keep prices 
down rather than to bring about ad- 
vances. Most consumers are covered 
and are not in the market at present. 
Soap makers have not been buying lin- 
seed oil, and this outlet does not hold 
the importance which it has attained 
in Europe. The paint trade has bought 
oil to a large extent during the past 
season, and local sellers say the slow 
position of the market during the past 
two or three weeks was to be expected, 
although business depression in gen- 
eral has also been a factor. Futures 
are in no better demand than spot oil, 
and while early in the week the spot 
price was quoted on deliveries to April 
later on there was less disposition on 
the part of crushers to quote far 
ahead and sOme were not looking for 
business at spot prices beyond Febru- 
ary. 

All seed markets have been firmer 
this week and advances in prices have 
been noted both at home and abroad. 
Heavy speculative buying is reported 
on the part of foreign operators. The 
most substantial reason for the higher 
values for seed, however, is found in 
reports about the Argentine crop. Of- 
ficial figures are not yet available, but 
private estimates have been growing 
smaller, and while some time ago a 
record output was expected, now the 
reports state that the yield will be be- 
low that of last year. While recent 
seed shipments to Europe have been 
heavy they have been readily absorbed 
and prices have gone up. This is ac- 
counted for by the reports of poor crop 
conditions in the Argentine and India. 
Seed shipments from the latter coun- 
tries declined this week. India shipped 
but 68,000 bushels, and the Argentine 
128,060 bushels. Total shipments from 
the Argentine since January 1 are 41,- 
424,000 bushels. Domestic markets have 
acted in harmony with foreign mar- 
kets, but a measure of strength has 
been given by the comparatively small 
amount of seed which is reaching Du- 
luth and Minneapolis. It is difficult to 
take present receipts as a basis for 
etimating the total yield this year, as 
farmers are said to be holding back 
with a view to finding better prices 
later on. This also applies to Canada. 


Receipts at New York for the week 
ending Friday were 181,600 bushels. 
Duluth has_ been shipping large 


amounts, the week’s shipments from 
that point reaching a total of 496,000 
Buenos Aires seed markets from our 
own correspondents will be found on 
bushels.

A slightly better tone is reported by 
local sellers, but there is practically 
no change in market values.

COTTONSEED OIL. 


An appreciable decline has taken 
place in cottonseed oil prices since 
our last report, and the undertone of 
the general market has been distinctly 
bearish. The weakened condition of 
refined oil could be traced to lower 
crude oil quotations in the South. The 
primary market sold off on freer offer- 
ings of crude oil, which is the result 
of lower priced seed and heavy ship- 
ments of seed to the mills. The move- 
ment of seed since the turn of the 
month is said to be the greatest so far 
this season. Speculative holdings of 
seed have come out freely at $27 and 
$28 a ton in sections where $31.50 was 
demanded a few days ago. In many 
other parts of the belt a corresponding

Prime red oil was repeated on the basis 
of 6%c. for spot and 65%c. for futures 
Some dealers were asking 6%@7c. for 
prime red in sympathy with higher 
prices abroad. The demand was rather 
quiet throughout the week. 

Under date of November 28 Liverpool 
writes:— 

The restriction in the demand commented 
upon already in our previous report has been 
accentuated still more in the past week, and 
the total transactions will barely figure up to 
800 tons, at an almost general decline of 
from 2s. 6d. to 5s. per ton, with the sole 
exception of fine red oils, which being scarce 
and wanted, are 10s. per ton dearer again. 
The chief demand was for the near positions, 
November-December, which, curiously enough, 
now command the premium which up to the 
present has been paid for January-February 
and February-March oil, while the latter posi- 
tions are now obtainable at a discount. The 
visible supply is only a moderate one. The 
arrivals of the week were 1,507 casks, and 
afloat to Liverpool are round about 7,000 
casks. The owners are by no means pressing 
Sellers, and after the good result of the last 
London tallow auction they expect a renewal 
of the demand and fresh hardening of prices. 
The close was still quiet, 

PALM KERNEL OIL.—The spot 
stocks of palm kernel oil were almost 
nil and prices were very firm on the 
few parcels available. One seller asked 
as high as 10%c. on a car lot, being 
dearer than Ceylon cocoanut oil. There 
was a moderate demand for spot oil. 
Shipments were offered at 10%c., while 
sales of nearby went through at 10%c. 
Foreign markets were fairly steady at 
the close of the week. 

‘ PEANUT OIL.—Trading was quiet 
in the local market and prices moved 
in narrow compass. New crop kernels 
were offered freely abroad, which had 
an unsettling influence on oil at pri- 
mary centers, especially for future 
shipment. Business here was dull, 
only small parcels changing hands at 
nominal prices. Dealers quote soap oil 
at 6%@7'ee., the low figure being for 
poor quality stuff,

A review of the high grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mississippi River, comprising 
Southern New York, Pensnylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky, 
Northwestern Ohio, 


Southeastern, Central and 


Indiana and Illinois, for 
the week shows a falling off in wells finished 
and dry holes and gas wells, while the produc- 
tion column shows an increase. Winter weather 
has started, but there is no noticeable let-up 
as yet in field operations. The winter will see 
an abundance of work accomplished in all 
fields Operations will no doubt decline for a 
few months, but operaters have not lost faith 
in the finding of new pools, but will take up 
early in the spring where they left off during 









the winter with just as much vim, a earlier 
in the summer season, 
Pennsylwania Fields. 
The Pennsylvania fields showed great activ 
ity with the drill in the month of November, 
completing more wells than any other State 





in the high grade fields The wells were of 
smaller production than other fields, but the 
price of the product is so much better which 
will offset the amount of production to a large 
extent. One of the best wells drilled in the 
old fields was drilled by James Murray near 
the West Virginia State line in Beaver county, 
on the Moore tract, that showed a 30-barre! 
a day production and above the average well 


West Virginia, 


While there remains a large acreage of un- 
drilled territory within defined limits in the 
West Virginia field, there is nothing in sight 
that would bring one to think that a new pool 
would be found. The wildcat work for the en 
tire year has developed nothing of any great 
value to the trade, but as long as high prices 
for oil at the wells are maintained wildcat 
work will be done. The West Virginia field 
showed a heavy slump for the week in review 
when compared with the previous week's fig- 
ures, there being 37 less wells finished, with 
19 less dry holes and gas wells and 1,065 
barrels less production, 

In Harrison county, Clarksburg district, W 
3rent Maxwell’s No. 18, on his own tract, did 
25 barrels. In the Sardis district the Big Elk 
Oil Company's second test on the Smith tract, 
on Big Elk Creek, did 85 barrels This well 
later on was given a shot and increased to 
160 barrels. Same company’s test on the Rob- 
inson tract, on the same stream, did 55 bar- 
rels. In the Clay district, the South Penn 
Company drilled in a heavy gas producer in 
a test on the Lucas tract, on West Fork River. 

In Monongalia county, Battelle district, the 
Manufacturers’ Light and Heat Company's 
No. 3, KEfaw tract, on Miracle Run, did 30 
barrels, and in the Cass district the Martin 
Oil and Gas Company’s test on the Martin 
tract, on Doll Run, did 10 barrels. In Lin 
ecoln county, Duval district, the Big Creek 
Development Company’s test on the Stevens 

















tract, eon Straight Fork, did 10 barrels. This 
company’s No. 12, Apley tract, on Same 
Branch, did 30 barrels. In the Buffalo dis 


trict, Brooke county, in the Beech Bottom 
pool, the Horseshoe Oil Company's second well 
on the Mcintyre tract did 10 barrels. 

In Wetzel county, Church district. the Hope 
Gas Company’s test on the Matheney tract, on 
Long Drain Run, and its test on the- Yost 
tract, on Carpenter’s Run, in the Grant dis 
trict, were both good gas producing wells In 
the Smithfield district, same county, the South 
Penn Company's No. 56, Smith tract, did 25 
barrels. 

Southeastern Ohio, 


The Southeastern Ohio fields for the week 
show an increase in the number of fiinshea 
wells and production, but a slight falling off 
in dry holes and gas wells The deep sand 
districts are attracting widespread attention 
of the oil trade, and are regarded as a good 
proposition regardless of the large cost of de- 
velopment work. The wells maintain their 
production better than in the more shallow 
districts, and the oil is of a better quality. 
The Union Furnace field in Hocking county 
maintains the real excitement, although some 
good wells are being found in other sections 
of the deep sand fields. In Licking county, in 
the Gratiot district, the Columbus Oil and 
Fuel Company drilled a 150-barrel gusher in 
No. 2, McCracken tract. In Perry county, 
Jackson township, near Junction City, the 
Turkey Run Oil and Gas Company’s second 
well on the Miser tract showed 75 barrels a 
day. In Hocking county the Chartiers Com- 
pany’s No. 73, Hocking Products tract, did 25 
barrels, and the Griffin Producing Company's 
No. 6, Williams tract, 30 barr . The best 
completion in the shallow sand district was 
in Washington county, in Grandview district, 
where West & Co.’s No. 12, Beavier tract, did 
20 barrels.

Lower Chamber made qa unanimous report in 
favor of it 

Another statement, however, that is current 
is that the reason the Colombian Congress 
did not at this time care to ratify this Pear-

large sum, but, be it noted, it only amounts

The main interest in these figures, as the 
London Times nts out, is in showing how 
vast a capital is necessary for the develop- 
ment of oil properties on a large scale and as 
explaining why, in the case of concessions 
asked from the governments of somewhat un- 
developed States with small home consumption, 
for the purposes of such exploitation the con- 
cessionaires have to protect themselves by the 
most exact definition. 

A TANK STEAMER PIONEER. 

An interesting bankruptcy was before the 
London courts this week It was that of 
Alfred P. Rose Suart, a ship owner, who 
stated that he was the pioneer of the convey- 
ance of oil in bulk by tank steamers. In 1890 
he was joined in partnership by two other per- 
sons, who put £40,000 in the business, One 
of them left the firm in 18$4, taking his share 
in ships In 1896 he (the bankrupt) and the 
remaining partner promoted the European Pe

The company took over 
about twenty tank steamers, valued at more 
than £400,000, and some oj] bearing property 
which he had acquired. The public did not 
respond freely to the invitation to subscribe 
for shares in the company, and he had to guar- 
antee repayment of the advances to complete 
the purchase. He was manager of the ships at 
a salary of £3,000 a year. The trading of the 
company was successful, but the capital ex- 
penses were heavy. A fall in the price of oil 
and various subsidiary causes brought the com- 
pany inte voluntary liquidation in 1900 He 
eame out with nothing except shares, and was 
now liable in respect of guarantees given by 
him amounting to £125,000. He dated his in- 
solvency from the collapse of that company. 
A BIG NEW OIL DEPOT. 

A great oi] distributing depot is under con 
struction on the northern banks of the River 
Humber at a lonely spot called Salt End, 
twenty-one miles from Spurm Point The depot 
covers about 187 acres, and when complete will 
be the largest in the North of England. Pe- 
troleum oils of all grades are to be brought 
from Mexico, Roumania and Russia and ais- 
charged from tank steamers at a jetty now 
completed which protrudes 1,500 feet into the 
Humber. More than twenty huge oil storage 
tanks are being constructed, into which the 
oil will be pumped direct from the tank steam- 
ers Some of the storage tanks will hold 5,000 
tons of oil. The North-Eastern Railway Com- 
pany are the promoters of the scheme. 

ANOTHER BIG OIL TANKER. 

The San Hilario, one of the largest oil-carry- 
ing ve Is in the world, which has been built 
to the order of the Eagle Oil Transport Com- 
pany, Ltd., was launched from Palmer's ship 
yard at Jarrow on November 27 She is 550 
feet long and carries 15,000 tons of oil in bulk. 

NEW BIG CAPITAL ISSUES. 

It is announced that a general meeting of the 
Spies Petroleum Company will be held next 
week for the purpose of sanctioning an increase 
of the capital to £1,500,000 by the creation of 
a further 1,500,000 shares of 10s. each. A por- 
tion of this new capital will be issued to pro- 
vide funds for more rapid development of the 
preperties and also of the formation of a sub- 
sidiary company to work new interests, includ- 
ing some lands in the Chermoyeff-Belik dis- 
trict, where a very promising oil zone has been 
recently discovered. 

A public issue is also on the tapis of shares 
in the Royal Dutch Company to the amount 
of about £2,000,000.

The crude market has been subjected 
to no quotable change during the week 
and the only event of noteworthy in- 
terest in the general statistical situa- 
tion has been the receipt of pipe-line 
returns for November, In the New 
York, Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
Ohio, Kentucky and Indiana fields the 
runs from the wells were 1,995,572 bar- 
rels, as against 2,277,465 barrels for 
October, while deliveries totaled 5,23 ~ 
157 barrels for November and 5,311,826 
barrels for October. Gross stocks were 
reduced from 10,037,760 to 9,358,846 
barrels, being apportioned as follows, 
according to fields:

Operations in the Eastern fields for 
the week have not resulted in as many 
completions as were formerly noted, 
but with the marked decline in the 
number of dry holes and gas wells the 
current new production scored in ad- 
vance. A summary of the week’s oper- 
ations shows 226 completions, 4,935 bar- 
rels of new daily production and 58 dry 
holes, as compared with 248 com- 
pletions, 4,732 barrels of new daily 
production and 90 dry holes as the 
former record. The fields to register a 
larger number of new wells were 
Pennsylvania, Kentucky, Southeastern 
and Northwestern Ohio, while West 
Virginia and Indiana had fewer com- 
pletions to their credit. The greatest 
decline was in West Virginia. In the 
new production returns Kentucky, 
Southeastern and Northwestern Ohio 
and Illinois presented a more favorable 
showing, while declines are noted in 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia and In- 
diana. In many of the fields operators 
are pushing development work with all 
possible dispatch in anticipation of the 
difficulty that will soon be experienced 
from the severity of winter weather. 
Harrison county, West Virginia, is one 
of the most prolific sources of new 
production, although Roane county 
holds the lead in the State’s record of 
the week’s completions. The best 
producer of the week was credited to 
Harrison county, being rated as good 
for 160 barrels a day from a second 
pay in the Gordan sands. Marion 
county, West Virginia, was the scene 
of what is reported the largest gas 
well that has been found in the State 
for many years. It was reported good 
for a capacity of 14,000,000 cubic feet a 
day in the big engine sand. Late re- 
sults in the little Berea developments 
in the Beech Bottom pool of Brooke 
county have been rather disappointing 
and few of them approach the capacity 
of the earlier completions. The best 
well drilled in during the week was re- 
ported good for a 60 or 65-barrel pro- 
ducer, The only noteworthy completion 
in Kanawha county was a 75-barrel 
well. In the Southeastern Ohio fields 





the deep sand territory continues to at- 
tract principal attention. At the rate 
the wells come in, the territory is re- 
garded as an effective proposition re- 
gardless of the heavy cost of drilling. 
The most creditable completion was a 
well estimated at 150 barrels a day in 
Licking county, probably the best com- 
pleted there for several years, An- 
other well in the county was reported 
good for 100 barrels. 

There has been no material change 
in the results in the Lima fields of 
Northwestern Ohio and Indiana, as 
against a gain in completion and new 
production in the Ohio end, and there 
was a decline in both records in In- 
diana, The feature of the Ohio results 
was a 90-barrel well in Mercer county. 
In Indiana, Sullivan county holds a 
strong lead in completions and new 
productions, and the new oil wells dur- 
ing the week had a average of a little 
more than 80 barrels a day each. The 
week’s review of the Illinois fie'ds 
showed the same number of wells as 
were previously completed, but the new 
production scored a _ substantial in- 
crease, as the result of Lawrence 
county returns. One of the wells near 
Lawrenceville was reported good for 
nearly 500 barrels a day, the pay sand 
being found at the greatest depth, in 
the McCloskey formation nearly 1,900. 
More new work is reported in progiess 
in the deep sand fields in the State 
than in any other section, although the 
shailower districts are attracting a 
fair degree of attention. The con- 
sumption of crude oil in Illinois is said 
to be in excess of the new production, 
causing a steady drain on _ storage 
stocks, which are now less than 6,(00,- 
06) barrels, as against more than 12,- 
000,000 barrels a year ago. A series of 
important tests from the simple part 
of the State to the Ohio River has 
been planned for early in the coming 
year, as operators are becoming more 
keenly impressed with the necessity of 
developing new territory to offset the 
persistent decline in the established 
fields. 

The week’s review of the Gulf Coast 
regions notes a decline in completions 
but a gain in new production as com- 
pared with the results of the former 
week. The most creditable showing in 
new production was in the Louisiana 
field as the result of new wells drilled 
in the De Soto parish. One coming in 
at the rate of 550 barrels a day, and 
the other good for 500 barrels. There 
was also an increase in new produc- 
tion in the Panhandle Texas field in 
the face of a material decrease in new 
wells. The feature of operations in 
this section was the good showing in 
the Electra districts. Ten producers, 
having a daily average total of 1,880 
barrels. The best strike was a well 
yielding a thousand barrels twenty 
hours” after the pay sand had 
been reached. The best well in the 
Southeastern Texas field was in the 
Sour Lake district, producing 125 bar- 
rels a day. The runs of the various 
Southeastern Texas fields for October 


are recorded at 538,400 barrels, an in- 
crease of 66,800 barrels over the Sep- 
tember total, 

Advices from the mid-continent field 
indicate the probability of at least 65,- 
000,000 barrels as the 1913 production, 
establishing the highest mark in the 
history of the industry. The total out- 
put for eleven months of the current 
year has been 60,088,332 barrels, which 
already is more than has been pro- 
duced in any period of twelve months. 
In 1912 the output reached 53,607,472 
barrels. It is believed that more oil 
will be carried by the pipe line during 
December than for any previous month 
in the history of the field. Field oper- 
ations have been handicapped in Okla- 
homa during the week on account of 
unfavorable weather conditions, but 
there is @ prospect for an early re- 
sumption of activity. One of the fea- 
tures of the week has been the drill- 
ing of a 600-barrel well in an extension 
to the Cushing pool. The feature of 
this strike was the finding of oil in the 
Bartlesville sands, which is regarded 
as one of the most reliable of the reg- 
ular formations of the fields. This 
may mean a redrilling of a large part 
of the Cushing territory. Tests at 
Owasso have marked the shutting off 
of expected extensions of the south and 
southeast. In the Cherokee interest 
centers in the Wann pool, where a 
completion flowing 800 barrels has 
been reported marking a probable ex- 
tension of the producing limits. Wells 
of the gusher type continue to feature 
operations in the Boston pool in the 
Osage. In the Kansag field an active 
leaving campaign continues, and at the 
rate at which contracts are being 
closed the next few months will wit- 
ness a series of tests that are likely to 
determine to the finest degree the com- 
mercial possibilities of oil in the State. 
Montgomery county holds the lead in 
the amount of development work in 
piogress. Considerable interest is cen- 


tered in the Cowley county prospects, 
and a number of test wells have been 
planned on the geological theory that 
a big pool may be developed there. 
The bringing in of a 200-barrel pro- 
ducer in the Newkirk fields has bright- 
ened the outlook and insures a more 
extensive drilling campaign there. 


REFINED PRODUCTS, 


There has been little to occasion par- 
ticular interest in the local market for 
illuminating oil, and conditions thave 
been, on the whole, of a routine char- 
acter. Trading measures up to the sea- 
sonable expectations, but there is no 
speculative character to the market. 
Quotations remain on an apparently 
steady basis for all grades. Clearances 
for the week from the local port have 
comprised 10,781,215 gallons, of which 
6,160,455 gallons were shipped in bulk. 
For the previous week were noted 12,- 
854,820 gallons (8,163,910 in bulk). Since 
the first of the year exports have been 
482,579,555 gallons, comparing with 533,- 
839,17¢ gallons for the same period last 
year. The official record of exports by 
ports for October credits New York 
with 50,337,752 of the total of 118,688,122 
gallons. There has been more anima- 
tion to the charter market during the 
week, and bookings have included 175,- 
000 cases, Philadelphia to South China 
ports, December-January, at private 
terms; 140,000 cases, New York to the 
River Plate, January, on the basis of 
21%c. for one port; and 90,000 cases, 
New York to two ports, Greece or Tur- 
key, December 27-January 10, 17c. A 
contract was also closed for four 
steamers, New York or Philadelphia to 
the Far East, on the basis of 18c. for 
Hong Kong, January, 1914-June, 1915. 

The market for the various naphthas 
has been without feature during the 
week. Trading has followed generally 
even lines at unchanged quotations for 
all descriptions. The export movement

ILLINOIS PETROLEUM REVIEW. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Robinson, Ill., Dec. 12, 1913. 


A review of the Illinois petroleum field for 
the week shows a standoff in finished work 
with the previous week, also a decline of nine 
in dry holes and gas wells, but in production 
there was a heavy increase due to the drill- 
ing of larger wells for the week in review. 
The increase in production amounts to 1,200 
barrels. 

Great things are planned for the Illinois 
field the coming year, as tests will be drilled 
from the central part of the State to the Ohio 
itiver in every county in the south half, which 
will give the field a better test than ever 
before. As a money maker the Illinois field 
is almost without equal in the high-grad 
fields, owing to the shatlowness of the pro- 
ducing sands in most of the flelds with the ex 
ception of Lawrence county, where the opera 
tor of small means is kept away. In the deep- 
sand fields in Lawrence county the wells can 
be depended upon to produce just so much oil 
daily, and when their production grows small 
the tools are put in and the well drilled to 
another pay and kept on in that manner until 
about thirteen pay sends are drilled through 
and nearly every one of them is productive 
It is these various well-known sands that 
makes the field so valuable The Ohio Oil 
Company has an abundance of territory to 
drill for yearg to come, and while the daily 
average production has dropped off in the 
State the decline comes from the more shal- 
low territory, as the Lawrence county field 
has the bulk of the present production, 

A large well was drilled a tew days ago by 
the Ohio Oil Company on the Leighty tract, 
near Lawrenceville, that did close to 500 bar- 
rels, the oil coming from the deepest known 
sand in the field at close to 1,900 feet, in what 
is called the McCloskey formation. This is 
the first large well found for some weeks and 
is located right among hundreds of other 
wells. It is doubtful if many more gushers 
are found in the old fields, as so many wells 
have been drilled to drain the producing 
formation. A couple of years ago numerous 
wells above the thousand-barrel mark were 
found and some that reached 3,500 barrels a 
day, but it now looks as though newer and 
fresher fields will have to be tound if wells 
of that caliber are found. More new work is 
under way in the deep-sand fields than any 
other portion of Lllinois, although there is 
activity in the shallower fields where oil is 
found at 400 feet, and also in the 1,000-foot 
territory. One redeeming feature of the Illi- 
nois production is that the oil is being used 
up more rapidly than it is produced, as with- 
in a period of less than five years the stocks 
of crude have dwindled from close to 30,000,- 
000 to less than 6,000,000 barrels. The Allen- 
dale field in Wabash county shows a 90-bar- 
rel well for the week, which Is something out 
ot the ordinary for that field, which is so 
spotted that no location ig a sure thing. The

LIMA PETROLEUM FIELDS, 

(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 

Lima, O., Dec. 12, 1913 

A review of the Lima petroleum fields of 
Northwestern Ohio and Indiana for the week 
shows a total completion un twenty-elzht 
Wells, two dry holes and 760 barrels produc- 
tion, which mark an increase of three wells 
and 25 barrels production over the previous 
week and one less dry hole. The better show- 
ing has been in the face of winter weather 
and indicates that the trade is anxious to 
drill as many wells as possible before the 
real hard winter. It is a question whether 
work will slack much during the winter sea- 
son unless the weather is most wu severe, as 
the prices of the crude petroleum are such an 
inducement that leaseowners will make an 
effort to secure as much oil as possible by 
getting it into tankage above ground. The 
week shows an increase in work in the Ohio 
end and a slight falling off in the Indiana 
end, as the Sullivan pool in Indiana failed to 
show as many completions as the previous 
week did. 

Should the prices of oil remain as good the 
coming summer as at present much wildcat 
work will be done in the two fields. Attempts 
will be made to extend the producing areas 
in all directions, even to the north into Mich- 
igan, as much leasing has been done along the 
State line of Ohio and Michigan as well as 
along the line of Indiana and Michigan. The 
territory from the southern end of the Lima 
to the Ohio River is also being looked over

NEWKIRK POOL.—Part of last week the 
Newkirk pool looked rather disfigured, The 
well of Bell, Stratton & Jack, one location 
west of the Jones farm gusher, in section 11, 
was reported dry, as was No. 2 on the Jones 
farm Later the Bell, Stratton & Jack well 
was shot and it was converted into a 200- 
barrel producer. It is evidently either on 
the western edge or else it is a hard spot 
in the sand The latter may possibly be 
the case, as No. 2, one location south, has 
been drilled in and is a better well than 
No. 1. And the Jones No. 2 has been shot 
and is a good well Now the Simmons farm 
well, cornering with these wells, has come 
in a fine producer, said to be good for 400 
barrels.

Many operators, tool dressers and drillers are 


laying off for the holidays and a number of rigs 
are idle. Little is expected to be accomplished 








during the next few days, but preparations 
eontinue to be made for an active winter sea- 
son and the field will witness more advanced 
drilling than has occurred in years.

LIMA-INDIANA OIL FIELD. 


Production. 


The decline in production which has been continuous in this field since 1904 
amounted to 20.95 per cent. in 1912. This is all the more remarkable, since the 
rate of decrease usually becomes less with increasing age of the field. The 
best example of this is in Pennsylvania and New York. The anomalous condi- 
tion in Lima, Ohio, and especially in Indiana, is doubtless due to the lower 
grade of oil, which has caused the producers to abandon the wells at an earlier 
stage than in Pennsylvania.

English degras was available at 3c. 
per pound, with the German held at 
the same price. American degras was 
nominally quoted at 3c. per pound, The 
consuming demand was fair for this 
season of the year. 

LARD OIL.—While lard was easier 
at the close of the week, lard oil quo- 
tations were well maintained. In fact, 
some sellers were asking higher prices 
on prime and off prime, but the ad- 
vance was not general. On round lots 
prime lard oil could be bought around 
92c. per gallon, with small parcels 
bringing up to 95c. Off prime sold as 
high as 70c. per gallon on the spot. 
Closing prices follow:—Prime, $2@35c.; 
off prime, 67@70c.; extra No, 1, 58@59c.; 
No. 1, 54@55c., and No. 2, 52@53c. The 
demand was rountine in all grades, 
with export business showing no im- 
provement, 

Our Chicago correspondent writes: — 

Chicago, Dee. 11, 1913. 

Prices for lard oil at Chicago held without 
change during the week. There was no spe- 
cial feature noted in the trade at this point, 
buyers continuing to take hold of the offer- 
ings in a fair way, and supplies proving 
ample for all requirements. Quotations:—Ex- 
tra, 70c. a gallon; extra No. 1, @ec.; No. 1, 
fOc.; No. 2, 54c. a gallon. 

MENHADEN OIL.—The season prac- 
tically being over sellers’ ideas were 
firm. The quiet condition of the trade 
caused prices to hold at previous levels, 
and the situation, taken as a whole, is 
unchanged. Authorities estimate that 
this season's yield of oil will come fully 
40 per cent. short of last year’s out- 
put. Crude Southern oil was offered 
at 33c. per gallon, f. o. b. Baltimore, 
but there were no buyers at this price. 
Northern oil was nominal at 36@37c. 
per gallon, most sellers asking the out- 
side figure. The pressed grades were 
steady in the face of a quiet demand. 
There was a moderate inquiry for the 
light pressed. Prices closed unchanged, 
as follows:—Light and brown strained, 
40@42c.; vellow bleached, 42@44c.; white 
bleached, 44@45c. per gallon. 

NEATSFOOT OIL.—A firmer under- 
tone was noted in neatsfoot oil with 
offerings at inside prices light. Stocks 
of the higher grades were small. Busi- 
ness was quiet, consumers taking hold 
to cover spot requirements’ only. 
Twenty-degree cold test held at 96@ 
98c., with the 30-degree cold test at 88@ 
90c., and the 40-degree cold test at 82@ 
S4ce. Prime closed nominal at 64@65c., 
with the dark at 58&c. per gallon. 

Our Chicago correspondent writes:— 

Chicago, Dec. 11, 1913. 

There was no material improvement in the 
buying of neatsfoot oil at Chicago during the 
week, nor was there any increase in supplies 
at this point, and the business passing was 
consummated at unchanged levels from those 
ruling during the precéding like period.  Lit- 
tle change is looked for in this line in the im- 
mediate future, either in the way of price 
changes or in the volume of business. Quo- 
tations:—Pure 30 degrees cold test neatsfoot 
oil, 90c. a gallon; extra, 60c.: No. 1, 56e 
Tallow oils were again in limited supply, with 
the demand moderate, and prices holding sta- 
tionary. Handlers again quoted the pure at 
68c. a gallon and the acidless at 65c. a 
gallon, 

RED OIL.—There was a moderate 
inquiry for red oil and with raw ma- 
terials steady, prices were firm on all 
grades. While elaine was offered as 
low: as 6c. per pound, several dealers 
would not consider anything under 
64c. per pound, even on round lots. 
Sales of saponified in car lots were re- 
ported at 6%c. per pound. Closing 
prices ranged from 6%c. to Te. per 
pound, as to seller and quality. 

STEARIC ACID.—Prices for stearic 
acid were well maintained, with busi- 
ness fair, especially for the No. 1. The 
undertone was firm in sympathy with 
raw materials. Sales of No. 1 were 
noted at prices ranging from 10c, to 
104c, per pound. No. 2 or single press- 
ed was on the market at 9c. per pound, 
Special grades were quoted up to 12%e. 
per pound. 


SEAL OIL.—A moderate jobbing de- 
mand was in evidence and prices were 
nominal on light offerings. Sellers were 
asking from 53c. to 55c. per gallon, as 
to quantity, 


SOD OIL.—Prices ruled steady, but 
business was rather quiet. Dealers 
quote from 34c, to 35cf per gallon, as to 
quantity and quality. 

SPERM AND WHALE OIL.—Re- 
ports from New Bedford, Mass., state 
that about 9,300 barrels of crude sperm 
oil have been sold to refiners, the price 
being around 48c. per gallon in buik. 
Stocks in first hands have been re- 
duced to 1,100 barrels. The market now 
is a shade firmer. Business in refined 
grades of sperm oil was routine and 
while prices in New York were steady, 
it was intimated that refiners at New 
Bedford would shade the market on a 
firm offer for round lots. Bleached 
winter oil closed at 70@72c. per gallon, 
as to cold test. Natural winter held 
at 67@69c. per gallon, as to cold test. 
Whale oil was dull and featureless. 
Prices were repeated at 48@52c. per gal- 
lon, as to quality. Whalebone was dull 
and prices at the close were wholly 
nominal, 


TALLOW OIL.—With tallow holding 
firm no changes were reported in the 
market for tallow oil. Dealers were 
all firm in their views and 65c. was 
the inside figure quoted for the acid- 
less. Prime oil was in moderate supply 
_ nominally quoted at 63c. per gal- 
on.

Bill to Regulate Patent Infringement 
Procedure. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Dec. 12, 1913. 

In connection with the various meas- 
ures that have been presented in both 
houses of Congress for amending the 
patent and copyright laws, a new bill 
has been offered by Representative Old- 
field of Arkansas, H. R. 10153, ‘‘Relating 
to Patents.” 

The object of this bill by Mr. Oldfield 
is to set forth in detail the methods of 
determining procedure im {nfringement 
cases and fixing a measure of damages 
in certain cases. The full text of the 
Oidfield bill is as follows:— 


Be it enacted, etc., That in any action for 
infringement of patent where, upon motion 
by the plaintiff against a specified machine, art 
or composition of matter charged as an in 
fringement, the plaintiff shall make prima 
facie showing of validity raised by the grant of 
the patent, enter an interlocutory order di- 
recting that the defendant shall (a) file with 
the plaintiff or his representative, within each 
calendar month after the entry of such order, 
a statement of the number or quantity and 
selling price of all such machines or compo- 
sitions, or in the case of an art, the number 
or quantity and selling price of the machines 
or products operated upon by such art, made, 
sold or used by the defendant subsequent to 
the entry of such order and until the final de- 
eree in the suit, and (b) shall at the same time 
pay to the plaintiff or his representative a roy- 
alty of 5S per cent. of the total selling price 
so reported; and further directing that if the 
defendant shall make default in the filing of 
any report or the making of any royalty pay- 
ment hereunder, notice thereof shall be given 
to the defendant by the plaintiff, and unless 
such default be remedied to the satisfaction 
of the court within ten days a preliminary in. 
junction shall issue against such infringement: 
Provided, however, That if the selling 
price is not established, or at the dis- 
cretion of the court, the court may fix an 
irbitrary price as a reasonable selling price: 
Provided further, That if such application is 
made by plaintiff, and the statements are filed 
and royalty paid by defendant, the defendant 
shall not thereafter be required to account for 
or pay any other profits or damages for any 
infringement so reported and paid for, nor shail 
any injunction be issued against the continued 
use of the specific infringement so reported and 
paid for: And provided further, That no de- 
fendant shall be required to pay more than 5 
per cent. royalty upon any machine, art or 
composition under one or more patents owned 
or controlled by the same interest at any time 
subsequent to the commencement of the in- 
fringement complained of: And provided fur- 
the r That nothing herein ghall repeal or 
impair any relief to which plaintiff may be 
entitled under any other law of the United 
States, save as to the specific infringements 
reported and paid for hereunder.

The manage- 
ment of your affairs and the prosecution of 
your rights before the courts under the direc- 
tion of this committee we believe will insure 
a more speedy and economical collection of 
your claims. 

The committee will inform the creditors or 
the condition of the affairs of the company, 
and what actions are taken and what progress 
is made from time to time, and will take 
pleasure in rendering a statement of its ex- 
penditures for the information of all members.

Though absence of extens.ve pur- 
chasing operations in all departments 
has coniinued to characterize business 
in the drug market within the week, 
some improvement in the volume of or- 
ders booked by importers of crude 
drugs and by manufacturers of fin shed 
products has been noted as a resuit of 
the covering of relatively light imme- 


diate requirements by numerous con- 
sumers who, while still unwilling to 
enter into contracts calling for large 


quantities of any commodity, are now 
being compelled to provide for their 
most pressing needs. The app.oach of 
inventory-taking time has again e¢x- 
erted a somewhat restrictive influ: nce, 
however, and the buying movement 
has lacked the activity prevailing ear- 
lier in the year. Uncertainties rega:d- 
ing interpretation and enforcement of 
the new tariff law and the possibility 
of intervention on the part of the 
United States in the Mexican situation 
have likewise continued to. curtail 
transactions in the market. 

As a further sequel to the signing of 
and strict adherence to their quinine 
bark price-maintenance agreement by 
Java bark planters and European salts 
makers, prices for the quinine salts 
have been advanced 3 cents per ounce 
further by German and American 
manufacturers, following the obtaining 
of a comparatively high price at the 
latest Amsterdam bark sale and a 
withdrawal of all offerings at the lat- 
est Amsterdam salts auction by the 
holders, who refused to part with their 
holdings for less than an equivalent 
of 26 cents per ounce, which is now the 
open market quotation of the man- 
ufacturers of sulphate in London as

New York Cocaine Law Ruling. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Albany, Dec. 10, 1913. 
Attorney-General Carmody has rendered 
an opinion, interpreting the provisions of 
the law enactment by the Legislature this 
year, designed to control the sale and 

possession of cocaine and its products. 
Mr. Carmody holds that a physician, ad- 
ministering to his patients for the pur- 
pose of Operations, cocaine which came 
lawfully into his possession, is not re- 
quired to furnish the certificate pre- 
scribed in paragraph (a) of section 1746 
of the penal law, stating the name of the 
vendee, the name and address of the 
seller, the name and address of the phy- 
sician prescribing the drug, the date of 


sale and the amount sold. Such a cer- 
tificate is required when the physician 
dispenses the drug to his patients in the 
sense in which drugs are dispensed by 
pharmacists 

The doctor, bowever, must in such a 
case comply with paragraph (j), enter in 
a book kept for that purpose a record of 
all cocaine disposed of by him,

Civic Federation Advocates National 
Department of Health 


Though refraining from indorsement otf 
the three proposed amendments to the 
national food and drugs law, suggested 
by representatives of the Department of 
Agriculture and by commissioners of food 
and drugs of forty-eight States, members 
of the National Civie Federation ap- 
proved at their fourteenth annual meet- 
ing, held in the Hotel Astor in New York 
city last Thursday and Friday, the pro- 
posal made for a correlation of all the 
activities of the United States Govern- 
ment and the States in the enforcement 
of the national law. The suggestion for 
such a correlation of Federal and State 
forces was made by James L. Wallis, 
president of the National Association of 
Food and Dairy Commissioners, at the 
first session of the meeting, and was in- 
dorsed by Dr. Harvey W. Wiley and by 
Dr. George Ditewig. 

In explanation for the necessity for 
such a correlation of Federal and State 
powers Dr, Wallis, who had traveled to 
New York from Idaho in order to make 
the proposal, said:

ties of “ederal Government, with similar 
organizat s for the States, and it’ should 
not end there The State should endow the 
Federal inspectors with State powers and the 
State inspectors should have Federal owers, 


so that each might have the authority of the 
other, and there should be no sanctuary for 
the safety of the adulterator. When a city or 
a State has laboratory work to Jo in a city 
vhere the Federal Government has a laboca- 
tory that work should be done in the Federal 
laboratory 

Mr. Wallis asserted that the present ad- 
ministration of food and drugs law was 
only 50 per cent. efficient, and added that 
the lack of efficiency was on the educa- 
tional side. It is not sufficient, he ex- 
plained, to inform the people of the 
frauds from which they might suffer. The 
best work of education, he added, is that 
devoted to the manufacturer and dealer. 
Fully ® per cent. of the violations of the 
law arose, he said, from ignorance and 
carelessness, while only 10 per cent. were 
violations arising from deliberate fraud. 
The penalties, he asserted, are not heavy 
enough to deter this latter class. He 
then contended that the great object of 
all pure food and drug laws was to ob- 
tain quickly a perfection of supply, and 
that by educating manufacturers and 
dealers, most of whom are honest, this 
end might be attained most speedily. In 
many instances, he concluded, dealers 
and importers are deceived as to the qual- 
ity of the goods which they buy for re- 
sale, and that education would eliminate 
most of this evil. 

Mr. Wallis’ suggestion was thereupon 
indorsed by Dr. Wiley and by Dr. George 
Ditewig, of the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try, who represented his chief, Dr. A, D. 
Melvin. Dr. Ditewig said that good re- 
sults had been attained in meat inspec- 
tion in cities which had empowered Fed- 
eral inspectors to proceed against viola- 
tions of city regulations in establishments 
not under the Federal inspection. 

Dr. Wiley characterized the recent op- 
position to the proposal for the establish- 
ment of a national department of health 
as ‘“‘partly religious, partly dogmatic 
partly ignorant and a lot of it vicious. 
He also described the League for Medical 
Freedom as consisting largely of those 
who had an interest in making people be- 
lieve they were sick and in using this be- 
lief for the purpose of selling patent 
medicines He asserted that the opposi- 
tion of this association must be crushed. 
He expressed dissatisfaction with the ad- 
ministration of President Wilson because 
it had not revoked certain executive or- 
ders, including that creating the Remsen 
Referee Board, which, he asserted, crip- 
pled the indorsement of the food and 
drugs act, and added that, before his 
election, President Wilson had denounced 
such boards and said that the President 
could repeal the decisions of that board 
under which the food adulterators had 
sheltered themselves and thereby take 
matters in dispute to the courts, where 
they rightfully belonged. 

Although conceding that the Federal 
foods and drugs act needs amendment, 
Dr. Wiley asked the National Civie Fed- 
eration to give the law as written a 
chance before seeking to amend it He 
compared the law to a child suffering 
from infantile paralysis, and said that at 
the outset it has been paralyzed and had 








therefore never been in active operation. 
He would like to see the law free from 
the fetters which had been put upon it 
by executive orders of Presidents Taft 
and Roosevelt and have the head of the 
Bureau of Chemistry, Dr. Carl L. Als- 
berg, responsible for its enforcement. If 
he had been left free, as Dr. Alsberg 
might be made free, Dr, Wiley said that 
food adulteration would be a memory and 
not a menace to the people of the United 
States. 

Dr. Ditewig pleaded before the Civic 
Federation for a State and municipal in- 
spection of meat, and Charles Wesley 
Dunn, author of ‘‘Dunn’s Pure Food and 
Drug Legal Manual,”’ spoke of the neces- 
sity for uniform legislation. 

At the banquet held Friday evening 
Mayor-elect John Purroy Mitchel was the 
guest of honor.

The general market has shown na 
departure from its usual quiet con- 
dition. The approach of the new year 
combined with more or less uncertainty 
surrounding business conditions has 
prompted conservatism and buyers as 
a rule are not eager to extend com- 
mitments beyond the limit of actual 
wants. Under these conditions the 
market has remained comparatively 
steady and there are few instances ot 
keen competition, which usually ac- 
company such dull periods. Stocks 
seem to be in strong hands, while pro- 
ducers have attempted to adjust their 
output according to the consuming in- 
quiry. Bleaching powder is in slightty 
firmer tendency owing to a reduction 
in the amount of sput holdings. Ar- 
senic is quiet with prices holding 
around the low point of tne year. Some 
sellers are asking a small advance on 
carbon tetrachloride for immediate de- 
livery, others will seil at the old fig- 
ure. A small sale of nitrate of lead 
is reported at 8&c., against a former 
figure of Swe. Oxalic acid is quiet and 
firmer on spot. Heavy importations of 
carbonate of potash have not affected 
prices to any appreciavie extent. Crude 
saltpeter is firmer on spot and Cal- 
cutta shipments are also slightly 
higher. Below is a detailed market 
report of the principal items of chem- 
ical interest, also a summary of the 
London, Liverpool, Antwerp and 
Philadelphia. chemical markets: 

HEAVY CHEMICALS, 

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—Sellers 
report a fair jobbing trade, but ad- 
mit that additional round lots are 
moving quietly. Former prices are uai- 
formly steady in all quarters. Sales 
are erfected at le. for vuik, 1.16c. tor 
kegs f. o. b. works and a premium of 
l-sc. is exacted on all deliveries in this 
section, less the usual discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER. The 
prompt distribution of recent heavy ar- 
rivals from Hamburg and Antwerp 
have reduced holdings in sellers’ hands 
and the market has developed a slight- 
ly firmer tendency. At the close 1.22%c. 
was the minimum figure for spot offer- 
ings, while English bleach command- 
ed as high as 1.30c. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Local trade con- 
ditions are unchanged. Demand for 
additional parcels is reported light, 
although it is asserted that a season- 
able movement is in progress to the 
soap, oil and glass industries. A re- 
cent attempt to secure a concession on 
a round quantity was not successful. 
Contracts are quoted at 1.424%4.@1.47'ec. 
on the basis of 60 per cent. for 70@76 
per cent. and 60 per cent. at the usual 
i10c. per 100 pounds advance, f. ob. 
makers’ works; powdered 76 per cent, 
is held at 2@2%c., according to quan- 
tity and seller. 

SALT CAKE.—The glass and color 
industries are calling for regular con- 
tract deliveries and aside from this a 
moderate demand is reported for ad- 
ditional car lots at .55c. in bulk f. o. 
b. works. 

SAL SODA.—Light trading for ac- 
tual wants is reported and the market 
retains a firmer tendency, but there 
are no new developments to note. 
Sellers quote .60c. and up in barrels 
f. o. b. less the usual discount terms. 
On spot lots of concentrated sellers 
quoted on the basis of 1%c. and up, ac- 
cording to quantity, seller and terms 
of sale. 

SODA ASH.—Some business is being 
placed with the glass, soap and paper 
industries and a fair movement is re- 
ported on standing contracts. Buyers, 
however, do not seem eager to operate 
extensively at this time. Local sellers 
quote large contracts for light 58 per 
cent. at 571l6c. per 100 pounds, basis of 
48 per cent. in bags; 62%c. basis of 48 
per cent. in barrels, carload lots, f. 
o. b. makers’ works. The 48 per cent. 
test is quoted at 67%c. per 100 pounds 
in bags and 72%c. per 100 pounds in 
barrels, carload lots, f. o. b. makers’ 
works. Less than cartoad lots are quot- 
ed at 5c. per 100 pounds, basis of 48 
per cent., over carload quotations. 

SULPHIDE OF SODA.—The former 
selling schedule remains effective and 
sellers report a fair seasonable inquiry 
with business largely confined to small 
lots for actual wants. Sellers quote 
1%c. for 30 per cent. crystals in bar- 
rels and 214c. for 60 per cent. fused or 
broken in iron barrels f. o. b. New 
York. 








ACIDS. 


ACETIC.—A quiet movement into 
consuming channels is reported and the 
general markt presen‘s a tame appeir- 
ance, although sellers are no less firm 
in their views. Spot commands 1.75@ 
1.90c. per pound for 28 per cent. in 
barrels for car lots and less than car 
lot quantities up to 2c according 
to size. Glacial, 99% per cent., is held 
at 8c. for round lots, with small par- 
cels commanding 8%@9c. 

MTRIATIC.—The local market is un- 


changed. Demand is quiet and prices 
are steady, with small sales noted for 


home and export requirements. The 
market for 18 degrees is quoted at 1.15 
@1.85 in carboys, as to quantity. 


NITRIC.—Demand is reported chief- 
ly for immediate shipments, and sales 
in the aggregate are making a fair 
showing. Sellers quote 36 degrees in 
carboys ut SR a@AMYC., according to 
quantity and seller, 

OXALIC.-—Sellers report a moderate 
depreciation in the amount of local 
holdings, and the tone of the market 
appeared to be slightly firmer. De- 
mand continues rather quiet, with oc- 
casional spot sales reported at 7%e. 
Shipments were held at TY4@7%ce., 
which is a small advance over former 
figures. 

SULPHURIC.—There is no depart- 
ure from the even course of prices and 
the market, while featureless, retains 
a steady position. Dealers ask S5c. 
for 60 degrees and $1 for 66 degrees, 
prices representing acid in drum con- 
tainers Battery acid is held at 1@ 
14c. and Oleum at 14@1%c. in drums 
and tank cars, 

TARTARIC.—There is a scarcity of 
prime offerings on spot and the mar- 
ket is reported firm, Demand, while 
chiefly for small lots, has drained local 
holdings and some sellers are finding 
difficulty in covering wants. Tartaric 
acid is held at 22@32\4c. for powdered 
and 3154@32c. for crystals, as to quan- 
tity and seller. Cream of tartar is 
held at 24% @25\%4c. for crystals and 
25@25'%4c. for powdered, as to quantity. 

MISCELLANEOUS CHEMICALS, 

ACETATE OF LIME.—Contract de- 
liveries are moving quite freely, par- 
ticularly on export account. New 
business is not over active, but sellers 
report a fair volume of sales at 2@ 
2.05¢c., according to quantity. 

ALUM.—Aside from a_e seasonable 
movement into regular contract chan- 
nels there is nothing of new interest to 
report. Sellers quote lisa@ze. for 
lump. 1.85@2ec. for ground and 24@3c. 
for powdered grades, as to quantity 
and seller. ,Sulphate of alumina is 
maintained at .90@1\c. for low grades 
and 14@1%c. for high grades, accord- 
ing to quantity. 

ARSENIC.—A _ sale of twenty-five 
tons is said to have been made at 3c. 
Demand is very quiet and the market 
is only livened by occasional orders. 
Judging from trade opinions, local 
holdings are limited, and while buyers 
are not eager to operate sellers are 
not anxious to stimulate trade by cut- 
ting prices. Shipments are quoted at 
2%@3c. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—No_ appreciable 
change has taken place in the situa- 
tion since our last report. Trading has 
remained quiet, with small lots chang- 
ing hands on the basis of 5c. Reports 
were still current that certain sellers 
would meet 4.90c. on a firm offer, but 
there was no open quotation at this 
figure. 

BRIMSTONE.—A seasonable call is 
reported for regular contract deliveries 
and the movement into consuming 
channels is said to compare favorably 
with that of other years at this time. 
New business is rather quiet, reflect- 
ing reduced manufacturing activity in 
several consuming sources. Prices 
may be repeated at $22@22.50 per long 
ton, according to point of delivery. 

CARBONATE OF COPPER.—The 
advance noted in our previous report 
has been sustained, although business 
has progressed along quiet lines. Sell- 
ers are asking 13%@15\4c., according 
to quantity, container and seller for 
immediate shipments. 

CARBONATE OF POTASH.—Heavy 
arrivals from Hamburg have not tend- 
ed to reduce prices. A fair movement 
continues in progress on outstanding 
contracts and some new business is 
reported for spring shipment. Sellers 
quote spot at 3.25@3.35c. for 80@85 per 
cent. calcined, 4.20@4.50c. for 96@98 per 
cent. calcined, and 374@4%c. for 80@85 
per cent. hydrated, according to quan- 
tity, seller and terms of sale. 

CAUSTIC POTASH. Soapmakers 
are calling for regular contract ship- 
ments and a fair volume of new busi- 
ness is said to have been placed at 
former figures. Contracts for domestic 
and foreign 90 per cent. are obtainable 
at 4c.. while small lots of domestic are 
offered at 4c. f. o. b. works. On ear 
lots of domestic freight is prepaic 
north of the Ohio and east of the Mis- 
sissippi River: 45@86 per cent. domes- 
tic is offered at 2.94@3.82c. f. o. b. 
works, less the usual freight allow- 
ance. i
